both from the standpoint of 
taste and appearance. Here 
is the recipe; 

1 cup milk 

1 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 
a little salt 

2 egg whites 
strawberries 
vanilla fiavoring. 

Set the milk in top of 
double boiler to heat. Vv'hen 
very hot add the sugar and 
the cornstarch, which has been 
mixed with a little cold water. 
Add the salt. Stir constantly 
until cooked enough. Then 
pour the mixture over the 
stiffly beaten egg whites and 
mix thoroughly. When cool, 
flavor with a little vanilla and 
add half a cup of washed and 
hulled strawberries. 

Wet a border mould with a 
little cold water. Pour the 
pudding in, set on ice until 
chilled. Then turn out on a 
plate and heap large berries 
in the center. Serve with plain 
or whipped cream.

Physical fatness, under de¬ 
velopment or mental sluggishness 
is not due to rich diets alto¬ 
gether, says Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, 
county health officer, who has 
established a mentabolism clinic 
at 678 South Ferris street, Los 
Angeles, for the treatment of 
those who wish to reduce. 

Metabolism tests check the ac¬ 
tivities of the glands by measur¬ 
ing the amount of oxygen a per¬ 
son uses during a period of rest. 

"Deficiency of the thyroid, in- 
indicated by a tendency toward 
obesity and physical sluggishness, 
is treated with dried thyroid 
gland, given under direct super¬ 
vision of a physician," Doctor 
Pomeroy elaborated. "This treat¬ 
ment Is not permanent, but must 
be continued if constant result i« 
desired.” 


The “Netherlands of America"

(UP)—The bad girls and boys of 
today are the criminals and con¬ 
victs of tomorrow. In the belief 
that if California ever expects 
to solve its crime problem, it 
must proceed througn a thorough¬ 
going study of juvenile delin¬ 
quency, a statewide mental 
hygdene survey by a nationally- 
known expert is now under way. 
A state appropriation has been 
made to cover the cost. 

Dr. r rederick H. Allen, direc¬ 
tor of the Child Guidance Clinic 
of Philadelphia, is making the in¬ 
vestigation. His activities are di¬ 
rected by a central state com¬ 
mittee headed by Mrs. Anna L. 
Saylor, state director of social 
welfare. 

"This survey is one of the big¬ 
gest things ever attempted by the 
State of California, ’ says Mrs. 
Saylor. "The problem is what 
the State should do to care more 
adequately for a group of state 
wards, delinquents, mental defec¬ 
tives and maladjusted persons 
which totals, perhaps, from 75,- 
000 to 100,000.”

Luxuriant Lawns Are 
Well Fed Lawns 

t 1 7 K ASK a great deal of the 
W tiny plants which mu.st con¬ 
tinue their existence under pecu¬ 
liarly dillicult conditions. Lawn 
turf is made up of an infinite num¬ 
ber of individual grass plants 
crowded closely together, permit¬ 
ting fo no soil cultivation, with¬ 
standing wear and tear, and con¬ 
stant removal of their tops by 
cutting, making a constant drain 
upon me soil food. 

Just as the success of the mer¬ 
chant depends upon his stock of 
goods and amount of sales, so 
does the success of the lawn de¬ 
pend primarily upon its supply 
and liberation of plant food. 
Crops are not made out of noth¬ 
ing. They are composed of ten 
dinerent elements in just the same 
sense that our human bodies re¬ 
quire water, lime, protein, carbo- 
nydiates, etc. 

Sandy soil is quickly impov¬ 
erished and if ignored it becomes 
apparent to every passer-by in 
terms of stunted growth and weed 
patches. On such soil entire de¬ 
pendence must be placed upon 
added plant food in organic form. 

It is a mistake to spread weed¬ 
laden manures upon the surface 
of the ground exposed to the sun 
and ail. The ammonia nitrogen 
escapes, the bacteria perish and 
the fiber merely mulches the sur¬ 
face. 

The ideal lawn fertilizer is com¬ 
posed of an ample amount of slow 
acting organic nitrogen, /or leaf. 
phosphoric, for root, enabling it 
to withstand drought, and multi¬ 
plying its powers to feed, and 
notash. for vit/or, with an inor-

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AVOCADO CULTUUK 

By Jessie Ward Russell 

ir^J^']30UNG avocado trees for 
, the lirst two or three 

y I® should have basins 

built around them start¬ 
ing with basins four feet wide 
j and increasing me size each year. 

' Have the bank of the basin eight 
inches high. The basin should al¬ 
ways be lull of mulch. The rriuich 
will gradually sink down and dis- 
^ appear and should be replenished 
from time to time, uet i.he limbs 
of the trees come down to the 
ground, this will protect the 
^ tiunk from sunburning and keep 
the ground moist. vvnile the 
trees are young, Irrigation should 
be done with a hose, going from, 
tree to tree tilling the basins with j 
water. 

Look out for mole and gopher 
holes so as not to let the water 
run away without benetiting the 
trees. Vve have found from ex¬ 
perience that once a week is 
about right to irrigate avocado 
trees here in Isierra Madre. 
Watering large trees is done uii- 
ferently. A thick mulch is kept 
under the trees and spread out 
beyond the reach of the limbs. 
Once a week set a sprinkler un¬ 
der the tree and let it run for 
several hours. Or an overheaii 
sprinkler system can be used. 

CULTIV^ 1 ION: 

No cultivation should be done 
under an avocado nee. The 
roots are close to the surface 
and if cuey aie cut or disturbed 
tue fruit will drop. The ground 
out beyond tne reach of the roots 
and between the trees can oe 
cultivated to keep down the 
weeds while the trees are young. 
The weeds that might happen to 
grow in the basins should be 
pulled out, of course, but if plenty 
of mulch IS kept tnere, the weeds 
will have little room to grow. 

THINNING KHUII'; 

An avocado tree has a ten¬ 
dency to overbear one year and 
underbear the next. ine theory 
is to thin out the fruit on the 
heavy bearing year .so as to have 
more fruit on the next, uut so 
far we do not know if tins theory 
will actually work in practice. 
There la quite a lot of experi¬ 
menting going on now aiong 
tnese lines, so perhaps we win 
know more about it later. t)i 
course tue fruii will be larger on 
a tree where ariiucial thinning 
^ has been practiced, and it stands 
to reason that toe tree will be 
greatly benefited liy relieving it 
of so much work. 

Personally, I believe that a tree 
■“ thinned will bear better the tol- 
lowing year. The method we 
use, is ^o thin me fruit .so tnere

SACKAMKNTO, t'al., June «.

Some few months ago the 
Farm Board ollered its services 
to the industry, provided that 80 
IH'r cent of the growers signed 
to join a cooperative enterprise. 
At present about 30 per cent of 
these prospective members have 
indicated willingne.ss to accept the 
Board's a.ssistance, with the re¬ 
mainder doubtful about joining.

This is hard to do for they 
look so beautiful hanging there 
in bunches that it takes a lot of 
nerve to perform this operation.

There are practically no pests 
or diseases of avocado trees. This 
is one of the deiights about grow¬ 
ing them. We have never had 
to spray or fumigate our trees, 
•lu.st give them plenty of water 
when they need it, mulch the 
ground, and do not let the young 
trees sunburn and you need not 
worry about anything harming 
them.

Big Avocado 
Yield Stirs 
The Growers 

Discuss Methods of Market¬ 
ing Crop of Five Million 
Pounds 

standardization, co-opera 11 o n 
and intelligent distribution are 
absolutely nece.s.sary if the tre¬ 
mendous crop of 1930-31 is to be 
marketed without loss to the 
growers, stated George B. Hodg¬ 
kin, general manager of Calavo 
Growers of California, in his ad¬ 
dress before the California Avo¬ 
cado Association at their annual 
meeting at the Maryland Hotel, 
Pasadena. About 300 were in 
attendance. 

Mr. Hodgkin further revealed 
that the Calavo Growers for 
some lime past have been en¬ 
gaged in making a survey of the 
acreage in Southern California 
and that while still incomplete, 
the survey Indicates a five million 
pound crop for the season 1930- 
31 a 1,000 per cent increase 
over the present volume. To 
market this tremendous increase 
in production, he said, it will be 
necessary to observe the most 
careful marketing methods. 

The .same thought was express¬ 
ed by Paul W. Armstrong, as- j 
sistant general manager of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex-1 
change in his talk at the annual I 
banquet of the Association. 

Three basic opportunities must 
be taken advantage of in market¬ 
ing a perishable fruit such as 
Calavos and Avocados. Mr. Arm¬ 
strong pointed out—standardizing 
the fruit, effecting orderly dis -1 
trlbution and building a strong 
consumer demand. Although the 
t'alavo and avocado heretofore 
have been strictly "class market 
commodities" the "mass market" 
would undoubtedly have to be 
reached in order to dispose of the 
tremendously increased produc¬ 
tion excepted for the coming 
year, said Mr. Armstrong, and 
this would necessitate a power¬ 
ful advertlsllng campaign and de¬ 
velopment of new markets on a 
targe .‘icale, possible only through 
the cooperative effort of the; 
growers themselves.
